FCC DENIES ARRL REQUEST 


In January, the FCC issued an order that denied an ARRL 
request to open up 3825 kHz to 4000 kHz to all but Novice 
and Technician. General and Conditionals are limited to 
3890 kHz to 4000 kHz and there is much crowding in that part 
of the band due to the high number of nets. 


The FCC states that it is not asking too much for an amateur 
to upgrade to Advanced if he wants the additional frequencies. 
They see the value in the nets but they also see that individual 
operators can be more effective when they advance their 
communications and technical skills. Also an important part 
of theirthinkingis that assuming the present upgrading pattem 
continues, there will be further expansion of the exclusive 
frequency privileges for the Advanced and Amateur Extra 
Classes, and a corresponding reduction in the frequency 
privileges for General and Conditional Classes.
